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SAM’S NEW SUBMARINE 
ENGINE OF WAR. 


UNCLE 


SPEED OF 8 MILES A MINUTE. 


It Carries 210 Pounds of Gun Cotton 
and Will Sink Anything 
That Floats. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 26.—The most 
powerful engine of war of its kind that 
has ever been built has just been com- 
pleted for the United States Government 
at the works of the American Ordnance 
Co., in Bridgeport, Conn. It is an automo- 
bile torpedo of the Howell type and it em- 
bodies in its construction. the most modern 
ideas and the most advanced engineering 
and military skill. Its builders confidently 
believe they have in it a world beater. 

This new torpedo is 18 inches in diameter 
and nearly 15 feet long. Its total weight 
is 1,130 pounds when loaded for business. 


Its shell is of hard-rolled brass, 1-16 of an 
inch in thickness, reinforced at various 
points. Heretofore the effective range or 


travelling distance of one of these death- 
dealing instruments has been limited to 
about eight hundred yards. This one, how- 
ever, will perform its duty equally as well 
at 1,000 vards or even a greater distance. 

It is calculated to drive itself through the 
water at the rate of, thirty knots for the 
first 800 yards, which means that it will 
cover this distance in fifty seconds. 

The speed of this wheel can bettér be 
understood when it is known that it will 
travel at tho rate of elght miles a minute. 
In addition to furnishing the driving power 
the wheel helps to keep the torpedo going 
straight or, as the engineers would say, 
“its gyroscolc power’ gives the torpedo “a 
greater rigidity of direction.” 

The business end of the. torpedo ts In her 
head. The Howell torpedo that has just been 
finished will carry 210 pounds of gun-cottn 
for the eélevation of marine architecture. 
The tremendous impact of such an explos- 
ion in seven feet of water would tear a hole 
in the stoutest ship afloat, break down bulk- 
heads, and no pumps could save her from 
sinking. 

The launching of the torpedo is a simp-e 
matter. It is slipped into a launching tube, 
which looks very much like a modern can- 
non, but whose mechanism is very different. 
The little motor for spinning up the fly- 
wheel is clutched on and in the space of 
forty-five seconds has the wheel spinning at 
the rate of 9000 or 10,000 revolutions a min- 
ute. Then, with one motion of a lever, the 
motor is cast off, the opening through 
which it worked is hermatically sealed, six 
ounces of gunpowder are touched off in the 
rear of the torpedo, enough to throw i 
thirty feet clear from, the side of the boat, 
and then she is off. As soon as the screws 
touch the water the torpedo goes like a race 
horse to the accomplishment of its deadly 
mission.

History of the Sacred Relic of the 
Saint Sent From Rome to 
That Place.

KANKAKEE, IIll., July 26.—All over the 
Catholic world the faithful are celebrating 
to-day the annual feast of St. Anne, the 
patron saint who was the mother of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. At St. Anne, a vil- 
lage ten miles east of this place, a special 
observance is given to the event and pil- 
grimages are made from every part of this 
diocese. Bach year these pilgrimages. grow 
larger and to-day more than 3,000 people 
journeyed there to receive the blessings at- 
tendant upon the occasion. The unusual 
devotion at this particular place arises 
from the fact that a@ very sacred relic its 
kept there, a portion of the right hand of 
St. Anne. The history of the relic is an 
interesting one. The devotion to St. @nne 
has existed for years in Europe, and more 
recently in America. On one occasion, when 
some settlers who had arrived from Europe 
were sailing up the St. Lawrence River 
preparatory to making their home in Can- 
ada, a severe storm arose. Fearing ship- 
wreck, they prayed to St. Anne for deliver- 


to her memory at the first place they 
should land. Having passed safely through 
the storm they were true to their promise 
and built a small chapel on the banks of 
the St. Lawrence near Quebec, which they 
called St. Anne de Beaupre. 

To that place many pilgrimages §§ are 
made, from 10,000 to 300,000 people visiting 
there each year. For many years a smal] 
portion of the remains of St. Anne had 
been deposited at St. Anne de Beaupre, but 
in 1891 the Pope allowed a larger portion 
to be brought to this country, and sent 
over a bone of the saint's right hand. While

been fread twice. 

The fight to-morrow will be over the cor- 
rection of this palpable fraud and the oppo- 
nents of the bill will insist that it has never 
been passed at all, consequently can’t be 
reconsidered, but will have to take its place 
with new legislation, and if they can rele- 
gate it to this status they,hope by delay to 
encompass its defeat, or at least make the 
seekers of the fat franchise pay in the neigh- 
borhood of an equivalent for it.

JAPAN'S PROTEST. 


Politely, but Firmly, Opposes the An- 
nexation of Hawaii to the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2%.—That 
Japan will continue to oppose the Hawaiian 
annexation treaty is conclusively shown by 
the latest protest of the Japanese Govern- 
ment under date of July 10th, which is now 
made public for the first time. 

While couched in polite and diplomatic 
language, the protest is sufficiently firtn 
in tone to show that Japan will continue 
to wage a diplomatic war, and possibly 
go further, to prevent the consummation of 
the annexation policy. The protest bears 
the signature of Minister Hoshi. It covers 
the ground already gone over in the contro- 
versy and says: 

“The imperial Government recognizes it as 
a well-established principle of international 
law that the completion of annexation would 
render the treaties and conventions at pres- 
ent |existing between Japan and Hawall 
voildable, either at the option of Japan or 
the United States, but they cannot antici- 
without apprehension the conse-

of the theory that annexation ipso facto 
means the immediate termination of those 
treaties and conventions and the consequent 
ceseation for the future of the privileges 
granted thereunder.’

AS prepared the 
amendment is a glowing indorsement of the 
press 4s an Severe medium in cases 
when the posting of bills is inadequate to 
serve the purpose of the advertiser. The 
association will enlarge its scope and make 
a special effort to increase its membership 
in the South. With this view the by-laws 
will be so amended &s to permit the send- 
ing out of canvassers. 

A new system of tngpection will also be 
inaugurated. Inspectors will sent out 
four or five times a year under the auspices 
of the association. 

The International BIl) Posters’ Assocta- 
tion. the outgrowth of the Interstate Rill 
Posters’ Protective Association, organized 
as a national organization in Chicago. Two 
years ago the bill posters of Canada signi- 
fled their desire to join and the association 
was enlarged in scope and changed in name 
to make room for the Canadians.

The apparatus shown in the picture ran 
be used elther for warming or cooling a 
room. It was especially designed by th@ in- 
genious Frenchman who invented !t to 
supply a current of cool moist air in work- 
room or factories which were dry and hot. 
In the middle of the chamber of the ma- 
chine two jets of water are thrown to- 
gether, one coming down through the main

YELLOW FEVER GERM. 


The Bacilli Develop in the Blood, Not 
the Intestines. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July %.—Dr. San- 
arelli, a Portuguese expert, thinks he has 
discovered the yellow fever bacillus. Dr. 
Cleary, the United States sanitary expert, 
sends from Rio Janeiro to Surgeon General 
Wiman Dr. Sanarell’s statement. He finds 
the bacillus in the blood, not in the Howels, 
He says: 

“IT here state that the tcteriod bacillus 
should be sought in the blood or tissues and 
not in the gastro-intestinal cavity, contrary 
to what might be presumed a priori in the 
premises. The results of my investigations 
show that the icteroid bacillus ma be 
isolated in 58 pet cent. of the cases of yel- 
low fever, and in some cases may be found 
even during life.”’ 

At ‘gfeat length Dr. Sanarelll explains 
that the yellow fever germ is to be found 
in the blood, and that it develops a condl- 
tion which encourages the development of

GET READY FOR THE sOLAR 
ECLIPSE NEXT THURSDAY. 


———— 


IT WILL BE A PARTIAL AFFAIR. 


One-Half of the Sun to Be Darkened 
for a Space of Three Hours by 
the Passing Moon. 


A partial eclipse of the sun will occur next 
Thursday morning, between the hours of 
7:30 and 10 o'clock. 


The observation will be visible in St. Louis 
and vicinity, provided there are no clouds 
and the glasses are sufficiently smoked. 

To the naked eye the brilliant sunlight 
will have a tinge of shagow, anil those who 
observe the sun closely will find just @n 
indentation on the lower part of its figure. 

The eclipse will be total along a line of 
about twenty-five miles in breadth, begin. 
ning 1,300 miles west of Mexico In the Pacific 
Ocean, passing north of Hayti, through the 
Windward Islands and ending in the middle 
of the South Atlantic Ocean. 

Those living within that belt will see the 
moon placed centrally over the face of the 
sun, but not large enough to shut off its 
light entirely, a narrow ring of sunlight 
remaining visible. 

On each side of this line, to a distance of 
2,300 miles, the eclipse will be partial, the 
portion of the sun concealed from view be- 
ing smaller the farther north or south the 
observer happens to be. 

There will be no ectipse visible north of 
the 56th parallel of latitude, while across 
the whole United States at points parallel 
with Washington one-half of the sun will 


ibe obscured. 


During the past eighteen years there have 
been forty-two eclipses of the sun and 
twenty-seven of the moon. Eleven only of 
the solar eclipses were visible in the United 
States, the most interesting of which was 
that of March 5, 1886. 

The lunar eclipse is caused by the moon 
passing through the shadows of the earth 
and presents the same appearance to 
every observer, no matter where stationed. 

s0lar-eclipse is caused by the passage 
of the moon between the earth and the 
sun, and appears differently to observers 
at different standpoints. 

t has long been known to astronomers 
that eighteen years constitutes a cycle 
within which both solar and lunar eclipses 
repeat themselves, occurring in the same 
order and under nearly the same circum- 
Stances as during the preceding eighteen 
years. In 1879, just eighteen years ago, 
there were two annular eclipses of the sun. 
These will be repeated in 1897.

It was late Saturday afternoon and many 
boys and girls were playing in the vicinity. 
They at once began to cry out in alarm 
and a crowd gathered, but that portion of 
the street where the big snake was en- 
joying itself was given a wide berth. 

For fifteen minutes the reptile had full 
possession of one half the street and the 
pavement. Then a policeman came along 
and used his club on the reptile, killing it.

ARGUE OVER THE BIDS. 


CITY HALL CARPENTER WoRK 
THE BONE OF CONTENTION. 


WESTLAKE & CO.’'S PROTEST. 


J. Harry Randall and the Commission- 
ers Severely Criticised by 
Leverett Bell. 


The Board of Public Improvements gave 
a public hearing Monday on the contest 
over the bid for carpenter work on the 
new City Hall by the Westlake Construction 
Co., Whose bid of $28,542 was rejected by the 
City Hall Commission. The Commission 
not only rejected the Westiake bid but un- 
dertook to award the contract to Conrad 
Kellerman, whose bid was $33,000. It was 
soon found, however, that the City Hall 
Commission exceeded its authority. 

The power of awarding contracts is not 
vested in the commission, but tn the Board 
of Public Improvements. The grounds 
on which the Westlaké Co.'s bid Was re- 
jected were that it was not @ responsible 
bidder. 

The award to Kellerman aroused the ire 
of the Carpenter's Union, and the membefs 
of that urion filled the board room Monday. 
Ex-City Counselor Leverett Bell appeared 
for the Westlake Co. and City Counselor 
Marshall for the City Hall Commission. 

The action of the City Hall Commisison 
Was a very grave one in the opinion of Mr. 
sell and it took him one hour to explain 
why he thought so, 

During his speech Mr. Bell made a severe 
arraignment of Bullding Commissioner J. 
Kiarry Randall, who he said if given his de- 
Sserts would be out of office in thirty-six 
hours. Westlake & Co, had been arraigned 
for a poor piece of work at the Female Hos- 
pital. These objections had grown out cf 
a subcontract by Westlake & Co. to the 
King Granitoid Construction Company. The 
work Was unsatisfactory to Westlake & Co. 
and they refused to pay the’ subcontractor. 
who appealed to Commissioner Randall and 
he pronounced the work satisfactory. The 
work was not good and Westlake said so. 
but against him was Randall, whose word 
was supreme, and it was through him that 
the city had been cheated, 

In the opinion of Mr. Bell, Randall's aa- 
ministration was a disgrace to the city, and 
innocent men who acted In good faith should 
not be allowed to suffer through his peculiar 
methods, 

Mr. Bell satd that the record of Westlake 
& Co. was 2 clean and clear one, and every 
member of the City Hall Comm!'ssion, who 
had committed himself to the attack on 
them was lable to a suit for damages. So 
far as the political chicanery, which had re- 
sulted in the award of the contract to Keller- 
man was concerned, Mr. Bell said he would 
not notice it, but that tnside influences were

If you don’t want to 
kive this contract to the Westlake Com- 
pany, and it is immaterial to us whether 
you do so or not, do the regular and legal 
thing: declare all bids off and advertise for 
new bids.’”’

DEATH OF ABRAHAM SPIRO, THE 
WHOLESALE CLOTHIER. 


PROMINENT IN SECRET ORDERS. 


The Pioneer of the Jeans Pants Trade 
and the First to Open a Fac- 
tory in St. Louis. 


Abraham §8piro, President of the Spiro 
Clothing Co., 616 St. Charles street, died 
Monday morning at his home, 4166 Delmar 
beulevard., 

Mr. Spiro was prominent in secret society 
amd in organized benevolent work. 


He was born in Prussia in !8#@, and came 
with his parents to New York City when 
seven years of age. 

In early manhood he eettled in Memphis 
and built up an extensive trade in clot! ing 
throughout the South and West. 

When the yellow fever had almost devas- 
tated Memphis during 18798, Mr. Spiro moved 
to St. Louls, and from that time engaged 
in business here. He was the pioneer of 


the jeans pants trace, and opened the firat 
manufactory for that line of..goods St. 
Lou:s ever had. 

Mr. Spiro was remarkable in his domestic 
relations. Although only 87 years of age 
at the time of his death, he was the fathe 
of thirteen children, ten daughters an 
three sons, all living. Two of the daugh. 
ters are married, one of them now living 
at Fort Smith, Ark., and the other recent- 
ly. wedded to Frank Applebaum of this city. 

Mrs. Spiro, the mother, died one year ago 
last Christmas day, and the widowed man 
ceeply and continually mourned her loss. 

n mercantile circles Mr. Spiro was well 
known and a favorite, but he never had any 
connection with politics or public affairs. 
He had rece'ved all the honors of Masonry, 
was a member of the Knights of Pythias, 
the B'Nai Brith and many secret orders.

Two thousand passengers are booked for 
the various steamers sailing between now 
and September, and additional boats are 
being got ready. Many who sailed yesterday 
on the Umatilla had scarcely enough cloth- 
ing or food for comfort in this climate, 
and were wholly unprepared for the sever- 
ities of arctic rigors. Yet the other pas- 
sengers’ outfit represented fully $250,000. 

Every vesse] chartered for the run to 
Alaska will carry more than her usual 
number of passengers. Even freight boats 
are being pressed into passenger serv-ce.

James Brownlie, one of the latest arrivals 
from the Klondike. dentes the stories that 
have been told of high wages paid to 
men in mines. “They say wages are $1b 
a day,’ said he. “When I left there were 
160 mea- on Birch Creek, willing to work 
for $2.50 a day. and this was true all along 
the river. I don't see why wages should 
increase. as there were then enough men 
in that part of Alaska to work all the dig- 
gings in the Klondike region.”’ 

The demand for Yukon outfits has been 
a godsend to the clothing and provision 
dealers of San Francisco. One. firm has 
an entire floor devoted to the Alaskan 
trade. and is unable to turn out the goods 
as fast as the purchasers demand. Another 
firm is fitting out a schooner to carry sup- 
ies to the Yukon River. and still another 
6 preparing to open a branch at Juneau 
and stock it with goods equal to any that 
can be bought In this city.

CHAINLESS BICYCLE. 
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NOW DRIVE YOUR WHEEL A 
MILE A MINUTE. 


A ST. LOUISAN’S INVENTION. 


IT MAY REVOLUTIONIZE THE 
MAKING OF MACHINES. 


Friction Drive, Elimination of Chain 
and Sprocket, and an Ad- 
justable Gear. 


The chainless bicycle is here. A mile a 
minute will come, The ‘‘next step” in bicycle 
construction has been taken. A St. Louis 
man took it. A St. Louls firm is making the 
wheel, and within ten days it will be com- 
pleted. 

A dispatch from New York: yesterday 
stated that Col. A. A. Pope, M. L. Bridg- 
man and A. C. Spalding, prominent bicycle 
manufacturers, have gone to Europe to ac- 
quire patents for a chainless wheel. They 


are sald to have particular designs on one 
known as the Barker gearing, constructed 
on the compound crank and sun and planet 
principle. 

They should have come to St. Louls. Wm. 
Mason has invented and obtained a patent 
for just such a gear. 

Mason lives at 1008 Leffingwell avenue. He 
is the steward at a Seventh street restaur- 
ant. He is a wheelman, and for a year has 
been working out his idea. He now has it 
pertected. The H. M. Whitney Manufactur- 
ng Co., Nineteenth and Olive streets, is con- 
Structing the gear. As soon as completed it 
will be fftted to an ordinary diamond frame 
wheel, and put through its paces. 

The construction is precisely the same as 
the one after which the Eastern manufac- 
turers are going across the water for. 

The main features are the friction drive, 
elimination of the chain and sprocket, and 
an adjustable gear. 

The mechanism is encased in an alumi- 
num drive wheel, two inches thick. The 
circumference determines the gear. It may 
range from six to fifteen inches. The one 
being made is nine inches. 

To the crank awle is attached a station- 
ary grooved wheel, an inch and three-quar- 
ters in circumference. The grooves of this 
fit into the five-elghth-inch pinions of four 
gear wheels. The propulsive force, accel- 
erated nine fold, is communicated by them 
to a three and one-half inch internal gear 
wheel, attached to the rim. 

In other words, the gearing causes the 
drive wheel to revolve nine times with one 
revolution of the pedals. 

The gear of a bicycle equi 
nine-inch drive wheel would 
81; with a six-inch drive wheel, 
with a 15-inch drive wheel, 135. 
The drive wheel has a pneumatic tire. 
Its contact with that of the rear wheel of 
the bicycle constitutes the ‘“‘friction drive.” 
The tires on the model will be of corru- 
gated rubber, but Mr. Mason and B. M. 
Carr, superintendent of the company, who 
explained the workings of the invention, 
say there would be no slipping of smooth 
rubber. 

The present gear is not designed to smash 
speed records. As stated, the gear is only 
81. Increase of speed will be attained by 
increasing the gear. The problem has al- 
ways been how to do this without propor- 
tionally increasing the required exertion. 
Mr. Mason frankly says his invention’ will 
not diminish friction ‘appreciably. He

OIL AS FUEL FOR SHIPS. 


An Indiana Man’s Discovery May 
Prove Vastly Important. 
ANDERSON, Ind., July 2%.—Judge M. A. 
‘Shipmen has gone to Washington to file 
patent applications and interest proper gov- 
ernment officials in inventions by Frank 
M. Reed of this city, which have been com- 
pleted, tested practically and found to be 


capable of revolutionizing the handling of 
war vessels at sea. 

The inventions carry out to perfection the 
idea originated in Russia in using ofl in- 
stead of coal as a fuel for war vessels. 

Reed's invention covers a system of oll 
burning which would make it possible for a 
vessel like the Indiana to carry enough fuel 
to last on a-trip.around the world. The 
system is gas generation from oll. The gas 
is generated by an atomizing plan, Is smoke- 
less and is capable of a tenth more heat 
than the Russians get, or 33 per cent more 
heat than the government is now getting 
from coal, making it possible to work up 
to great speed. 

Instead of thirty stokers, which are now 
necessary on a great war vessel, one man 
could handle all of the valves. 

Another one of the inventiong covers a 
storage tank that is absolutely bullet and 
shell proof. The cost of the ulpment tis 
very small and would be pal in a 
month or so in the saving of fuel.
